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SUMMARY OF APPROVED EXEMPTIONS FOR USDA COVERED SPECIES 

USD A Annual Report 2004-2005 

1 . Protocol 89-31-04 () -• Exemption to regular sanitation of nest boxes to decrease 
disturbance to pregnant and nursing woodchucks. 

2. Protocol 93-120-03 () - Allow® for housing hamsters for 1-3 weeks in plexiglass enclosures 
which will be cleaned at the end of ttie experimental period. These are behavioral 
experiments which are run in semi-natural enclosures in order to study communication by 
odors. It Is essential for tfie experiment that all odore produced by the animals remain in 
the enclosures for the duration of ttie experiment which usually last 1-2 weeks (rarely does 
an experiment last 3 weeks. 

3. Protocol 89-68-05 () - Allow for ttiree survival surgeries (laparotomy) and one terminal 
surgery. The surgeries will be at least one year apart Following the initial surgery, a 
CARE' veterinarian will examine the dog prior to survival surgeries. The affected animals 
are rare and to use fewer dogs the multiple survival surgeries are being requested. 

Survival surgery improves the outcome and efficiency of embryo recovery. In rare cases, 
artificial insemination will be done surgically and will count as one of the survival surgeries. 

4. Protocol 00-86-03 () - non-Cornell owned cats from the SPCA will be kept overnight in the 
CPC in CARE-approved cat cages wifo food, water and litter boxes provided and wrill be 
returned to the SPCA when the lab sessions are completed, typically at the end of the 
second day. The cats would be housed in ttiis area for a maximum of 30 hours. Thiswrill 
give the cats a chance to acclimatize to the cages and the housing area and therefore it 
would be less stressful to them than moving them back to the SPCA right after physical 
exams are performed. 

5. Protocol 04-28 () - exemption from exercise. Research animals are to be under stall rest 
only. Due to the collagenase injection which will result in a lesion mimicking the bowed 
tendon, walking exercise would be detrimental to the research animal as well as the clinical 
case model. The maximum time that an animal would be under stall rest would be 6 
weeks.
